GENERAL INFORMATION AND 
MECHANICAL CHARACTERISTICS 

The mechanism c^ihe Rugec Bisley djfTers sijuificantEy Trom that of other single action 
revolvere. It has many ofthe features oftheRuRer New Mode] Si ngfc Action Revolve c^wilh 
certain impurlani iJinerTnce:t^ ^uch ^^ the Trame, hammer, tn^r, and grip frame. The infor- 
matjon and instmctions which follow apply only to the New Model Bi^lcy rtvolvtt. 

Acarehilreadineofthlsmanualandstwdy ufthc Jcl3iled]lluslrations win help you to 
understand Ihe lu^cciflhe New Model Bisley mechanism and to make fuU use of the advan- 
tages which It provides. 

Unlike the caHiersan^e action revolvers which had four hammer positions — "cocked"

The New Model Bisley mechanism mcorpor^tcs a iru^sf^r bur The ir^nsfer bar — 
which is raised Lnlo firing posUiyn as the iriggens pulled to the rear— transmits the energy of 
tht hammer blow to the firing ptn. This transfer bar mechanism makci- a ''j>afct/' not^h 
unnecessary. 

TTie gate (loading ^ate) can be opened only when the hammer and (rigger are fully for- 
ward- Opening the gate immobtlices the tngger, h^immcr, :ind traiulecbar When the gate Is 
ri^vencdlhe Cy Inidtr is unlatched aiKl can be turned by hand for loading or ejection. When the 
gate is closed^ the cyhndcr latch functions in Ihc normal m4Jirwir_ The loading notch Is 
thereRH^ Linnce^S&ary in ihe New Model Btsley design. 

The mechanism of tiie New ModeL Bisley provides mannium secunty a^nst accidental 
discharge. As with any other rinarnv however, the New Model Bisley mu^l \x used with 
strict attention to correct safety piacdees. In add]lion, ihe rrvolver should he Inspected fre- 
qtienlly lo assure th$i it is wt^rLing properly.
